Million* of iboep, 
cilt'e, and horses, ruam over paatnrei thtn 
monaDolieed by ihe emu and the king 
dredi of thoueauda nf acrei yielding then a 
neantjf herbage are rich with com and fruit; 
mined of toil, copper, and iroo, 
hrvrc been worked and their treasures 
brought to light ; veins of gold hare been 
tracked and mide to (rive up their wealth, and 
homes of plenty and comfort are acattered far 
nnd wide over the land. Amtralia, utterly bar- 
ren and unproductive at the date of the birth of 
mnny a muu still living, export* annually pro 
■luce to the value of more than fiftee-i milliona 
nlcrlinji. This in a rate of proarese which, if it 
hid l.een nredictid, would have been ridiculed 
as impossible, and which, ai recorded, gives the 
brightest prospects foe the future. The pro- 
(Creaa of Australia has not Wti uniform from 
the first. Its early steps were elow and feeble, 
but it has advanced ot late years 
at an 

and gives every promise of 
advance for the future. 

New South Wales rejoices this day not only 
in iu own prosperity but in that of its ofTnpTing. 
The germ planted by Captain Phillip on the 
■hnrei of Port J.cksun has radiated away over 
a wide expanse. To the south a new colony 
has been formed out of the overflowing wealth 
nf Ihe parent settlement, and the lame process 
ip sbout to be repeated at the north. To the 
Stat scttlere in Adelside, New South Wales 
pr-nt over flocks and herds, which kept them 
from starving, nnd gave tbe «trt to their 
present pastoral prosperity ; and ihe has 
lent no trifling nid lo tlio colonisation of Tan 
manis and New Zealand. The growth of these 
numerous adjacent coloniea almont Dvershado 
the rrreatness of the parent settlement. New 
Sou'h Wales, once almost pynonymous with 
civiliaed Australia. Bnd absolutely 
half the continent, is now. by successive dii 
torments, shrinking into the mora mtidc-st post 
(it'll of being merely one colony among many, 
and distanced in wealth and populition br on* 
of its own children. I ( „(« 
and will retain, the traces of its parental cha- 
racter. 

Its promise for the future is as bright as need 
be desired. With an area of territory ample 
enough to absorb an immense population, with 
i flue climate and a productive soil, with im- 
mense mineral treasures, with noble harbours, 
and a floe petition for commerce, it cnnialns all 
(he elements of future greatness. There it 
political freedom, there is social order, there is 
prosperous commerce ; and the people, wiih 
every inducement to enterpriie and self-culture, 
mny aspire to achieve whatever human nature it 
capable of. 



Mn. TrrrrT has obtained a Select Committee 
of the Legislative Assembly of Victoria to en- 
quire inlo the expediency and practicability of 
a federal ion of the Australian Cotontt*. The 
growing importance of the question is admitted. 
Un all fides there ii a vague feeling thtt there is 
a loss of power in the disjointed action of the 
several colonies, and that mote unity and com- 
pactness would be a benefit to all. The report 
of Mr. Di rn'f Committee will aid in the dis- 
cussion of this question. It cannot, of course . 
eetlle it j il can but iniiUle it. There it no 
peciul evidtrnce to be obtained in Victoria on 
the matter. Nor is its urgency flit more 
pressingly in that colony than in the olhets. 
It ii not evidenve, however, that ii wanted bo 
much. The reasons for federation are patent to 
all, al well as the conveniences tint would re- 
sult from it, nnd are not to be obtained from tbe 
evidence of witnesses. What is wanted is 
eome practical suggestion to facilitate the reali- 
sation of tht idea, some plan which shall secure 
proportionate advantages to all the colonies 
without sacrificing the interests of the weak to 
those of the strong. 

It wotili be affectation when talking of Aus- 
tralian federation to pretend to criginality. The 
.del is a borrowed one. Voluntarily or 
nvolnntarily the mind revolts to the 
example of America- There is an 
in. tint-live feeling abroad that this great South 
land will, in some respects, repeat the history of 
the North American settLemente, that th* se- 
parate colonies will some dsy become detached 
from the parent country, and, under aome self- 
originated form of government, become an iode- 
isndent nation. How far this expectation will 
>e nalised it must be for the fritui* to unfold. 
A precise repetition of the past there cannot he. 
Oreat Britain hu learned wisdom since tb* 
o[ the North American eolonutt. The

And even under that pressure 
th* union was with difficulty effected. Thote 
who read the early history of the republic will 
Sad that th* wnnieUngjealotiiies and diseordant 
interests of the separate States inter noted great 
difficulties in the way of anion. The ooniclide- 
-on of the republic now present* , *triking 
contrttt to th* repellent eharscter of its coniti- 
tuent element* when il was first formed. 

In Auitralin federation will 
turn— possibly prepare the way for it* peaceful 
aeeomphsbment. There i* np strong eatntntl 
tiece silly forcing thees colonies into union, and 
far that reason the union will be slower of ac- 
complishment. The consolidated power of all 
il not ursrsutly wanted for the common defence, 
or to carry out any common policy ; nor i* there 
any external authority which will erbilrsrily im- 
pute federation. The epoch of Imperial dicta- 
tion is past. Whatever union it brought 
about will spring from voluntary action 
on the part of Australian! them selves 
and be the offspring of their felt nece-.rities : 
and Ihoa* necessities ue commercial ui tociel, 
not military. What ate ths matters in which 
all these colonies art now interested jointly, 
and In which harmony of action is felt to be 
desirable ? — tariffs, lighthoutes, telegraphi, 
postal arrangements, land and gold regulation*, 
the metallic currency, a common court of appeal 
ie. It it "enlightened self-ittterett," not pa- 
triotism, which is slowly binding these colonial 
togetber. 

It mutt not bs concealed that there are many 
dimeultiet in the way of Australian federation. 
Th* idea is easily propounded, hut much 
patience and study of its requirement! will be 
necessary to secure it on a permanent basis. 
There is contiderabls diversity of interests 
among the separate pmvincet, and no small 
jealousy of each other's superiority. Their 
origin, their progress, and their commercial 
charsctsristict an different, and though there is 
murh that is common to them alL theta are 
many elements of antagonism. There is, how- 
ever, no greater divorsity than existed between 
the several American Stales at the lime of the 
union — none that may not be reconciled by 
moinnl conces*ion and arrangement, 

Desirable ta federation may be on the whole, 
it roust not he aupnaaed that thn present condi- 
tion oT independent Government! is an unmixed 
evil, or that union will remove all the difficulties 
which are felt to exist. The separate discussion 
inthe independent Legislatures of questions vir- 
tually common to all has the good effect of sub- 
jecting them to a more thorough investigation 
than they would receive if subjected to the scru- 
tiny of only one deliberative assembly ; and 
each colony has in particular instances gone in 
advance of its neighbours- Neither of the t(*lo- 
ciea ia a model for all to follow : from each 
some valuable lesson* are to be learnt by the 
rest. 

Federation in America his not removed all 
the ctutes oflocal disunion, or prevented waste- 
ful competition, Tbe contraction of railways, 
fot instance, is a mutter nf great general im- 
portance: yet these have been a* completely 
matters of local concern as if there had been no 
union. Each Slate hat madt its own railways, 
nften in opposition to the neighbouring State. 
The route the lines should talte has not been 
regulated as a matter of federal eonrideration 
Each Stat* ha* tried ^ attract to itself the 
ememeree of the adjoining Btatei, quite irre- 
spective of tbe general interests of th* nation as 
a whole. New York, Boston, and Philadi'lphl* 
have competed for the commerce of the 
West, far mora fierceb than South 
Australia and Victoria Vrre quarrelled 
about the trade on the Murray. So 
alio the slave question is still a bone of conten- 
tion. Ones this was a federal matter, and at 
the formation of the Union slavery was rigidly 
confined to the States in which it e listed. But 
that restriction has been removed, and silvery 
has been made a matter of State polloy, the 
consequence of which is s?en in the present dis- 
organised condition of Kansas, where both par* 
tios are struggling to possess the territory and 
stamp their own policy on it. 

The Australian- coloniet are not the only 
English colonies which will probably present 
an example of peaceful separation, That 
part oT North America which still re- 
mains British il divided into several inde- 
pendent Governments. There are tbe two 
nanadas. New Brnn.wick, Nova Scotia, Tape 
Breton, Prince fid ward's Island, Newfoundland, 
besides tha vatt arc i nf the Hudson's liny terri- 
tory ex tending to Vanr»uver's Inland on the 
Pacific, nnd which will some day atTcrd homes 
Ifl an industrious population. Federation in 
British North America it an idea that has been 
fren uently mooted, and may he eome day reslised . 
Like the Australian colonies, these settlements, 
with many eharsctetiatic differences, hava many 
■ocial and commercial reasons for the adoption 
of uniform legislative policy, and they have also 
an additional reason for union, in the fact that, 
in case of a war with Amrrica, they might neeil a 
concentration nf their powet for the purpose of 
common defence. It is not impossible, there- 
fore, that while n federative alliance il slowly 
developing itself in Australia, a similar process 
may he cuntempnranenualy going on in Btitish 
North America, and thus In two very different 
quarters of the world British settlements may 
be pjiouping into great and inliil nations.

The exMrimBnt was made in a large 
off Pill-street North, snd waa wltneued by a large 
numbor of spectators. The balloon was one of con- 
siderable dimensions, being about 90 feet in height, 
and tho plan by which the proposed ascent wu to be 
made was that known as Hontgoliler'a. Tna process 
by which an impulse ia given to balloons of this cha- 
racter simply coaeiete ut heating the enclosed air. 
Thia balloon wu invented in 17K2. In November of 
that year the elder Mootgolfier succeeded at Avignon 
in causing a large bag of fine eilk, and eoiiuuuing 
oO cubic fuel, to mnu nt rapidly up ward, io the height uf 
flii feet by heating it inardo with burning paper, A 
larger machine, cuntainlng G.'iO enbie feet, rote with 
equal success. A subaequent experitnent with a bal- 
loon made of linen, lined with piper, which was l}1 
feet iu circumference, weighed 430lba., and carried 
4(Hliha. of ballut waa also anccesssfui. The maohine 
rose in ten minutes to the height of flDUO feet, and full 
TdGrl feet from the place of ascension.
